How to Make Fringe Plumes 

The woman whose purse is slim 
and whosc desires are great will wel-| 
come the fact that feathers made of 
fringe are fashionable | 

A fringe feather sounds funny, does 
it not? But it is not a bit queer. 
jooking: unusual. perhaps, and very 
graceful, says The Philadelphia North} 
American 

A few years ago women were Sat- 
isfied to bedeck themselves in curly 
ostrich feathers that measured twelve 
or fourteen inches, sometimes less, 
and were quite happy with them; but 
now long willow plumes measure 
from eighteen to thirty-six inches, and 
cost many times the amount of the 
emal] natural feather. 

These ‘ong, costly plumes being out 
of reach of many, a beautiful substti- 
tute has come from Paris and these 
are quite easy to make at home, if 
you can wield a needle 

For an eighteen-inch plume you will 
require one yard and a half of wide 
fringe. six om eight inches deep, a 
pieces of round silk-covered miliner’s 
wire elightcen inches long, heavy and | 
strong, and helf a yard of inch-wide 
satin ribbon, the color of the fringe 

First of all, cover the wire with the 
ribbon. sewing it very securely and 
keeping the seam straight; now to the 
ribbon-covered wire three rows of 
fringe are sewed, covering the seam 
In the ribbon and leaving. a- narrow 
etrip of ~ibbon to show. that will! cor- 
respond to the rib on the natural 
feather. 

Great care must he taken in sewing 
on the fringe as the whole apnerr- 
ance of the feather depends on it; it 
must be jone neatly, concealing the 
stitches as much as possible 

Having th~ fringe attached to the| 
wire, one end—the top of the feather 
—must be bent over in a curve to re- 
semble the natural curve in the real 
feathers, then, with a heated curling 
fron the ends of the fringe are curled 
inward just a little way. and then 
shaken ont until they are fluffy and 
as near like the real feather as it is 
possible to make them appear. 

The feather of fringe is ready to be 
sewed on to your hat, where it will 
droop over the brim in a most fas- 
cinatine manner. 

The charm of this homemade feath- 
er lies in the fact that the cost is 
very small and that vou can indulge 
fn any color you wish, matching the 
hat itself or the gown with which it

WORE GERMAN PERIL 


SIR ARTHUR LAWLEY SEES A 


REAL DANGER 


Believes that the Most Potent Factor | 


in the World's Peace is the British | 

Navy —Sir Wilfrid Laurier Says | 

Bad Arbitration jis Better than Suc- | 

cessful War | 

Ottawa —At a luncheon given to} 
Visiting British financiers and legisla- 
tors at the Chateau Laurier, the guests 
included several members of the Do- 
minion cabinet and the former Lib- 


eral. government, among them Sir 
Wilfrid Laur'er, Hon. F. D. Monk, 
Crothers, Hon, W. B. Nantel, Hon. 


J.D. Reid, Hon. W. J. Roche, Hon. 
Rodolphe Lemieux and Hon. W. 8S. 
Fielding. 

In proposing the toasts to the guests, 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier. in pointing out 
how Canrda’s differences with the 
United States had been settled during 
the past hundred years, without re- 
sort to arms, said a bed arbitration 
was better than the most successful | 
war. Touching on the race for arm-| 
ament in Europe, he said: — 

Thank God, Canada shali never go 
into it to settle her differences by 
such a race, In Pngland you think 
of armament and wars; in Canada, we 
think of canals and railways, and 
public works. 

As to the German peril Sir Wilfrid 
believed that Germany was only seek- 
Ing territory for~ colonization. He 


. believed there was enough for Ger- 


many without embroiling Great Brit- 
ain into a national war. He mention- | 
ed the present Panama canal dispute 
to “say that he believed that British 
and Canadian diplomacy would be 
able to settle it to the satisfaction of 
all concerned. 

Sir Arthur Lawley, a formerly gov- 
ernor-general of South Africa, said he 
had recently taken part in the re- 
ception to the Canada premier at the 
Royal Colonial Institute in London. 
He said that Mr. Borden told of his 
work in welding together a nation in 
Canada. He stirred the heart of 
tvery Englishman, however self-cen- 
fred, un-emotional and insular he 
might be. Our welcome to Mr. Bor- 
den, he said, was no mere act of 
vtourtesy, but it was the hand-grip of 
citizens ‘of a common empire. 

Touching on the matter of imperial 
anion, Sir Arthur said that at the 
present time, the union of the British 
self-governin,, dominions was being 
promoted for the purposes of de 
fence. He proceeded to justify this 
way of looking at the world  situa- 


tion. Europe was just now vast 
armed, camp, ...Germany, the, world’s 
“ greates ee power and the sec- 


freatest naval power, was arming her- 
self prodigiously with no ostensible 
reason, At any moment England 
might find herself embarked upon a 
colossal ‘ight, and he would not insult 
the intelligence of his anditors by 
pointing out the inevitable effect on 
Canada of a great continental war. 

It is more comfortable at the pre- 
sent. time to prattle about perpetual 
peace, said the speaker. But the 
most potent factor in the world’s 
peace today is the British navy. 


No Favors From Canadian Roads 


London.—The proposal to hold the 
next annval»conference of the Insti- 
tute of Journalists at Montreal. was | 
discussed at a recent meeting, a re- 
solution to that effect being carried 
by a substantial majority. 

Robert McDonald, president-elect, 
and editor of the London Chronicle, 
considered the proposal neither prac- 
tical nor expedient on the ground of 
expendiiure of time and money. 

The members of the Institute were 
not missfonaries or commercial trav- 
ellers, he said, but working journal- 
ists. 

Again, it would be below the dig- 
nity of the Institute to accept the hos- 
pitality of great Canadian railroad cor- 
porations, against whom the Canad- 
ian journalists themselves were gen- 
erally fighting. . 

Israe) Zangwill supported the reso- 
lution remarking that he saw no rea- 
son why they should object to Can- 
ada helping the Empire. 


Big Reform in New Zealand 

London,—A Wellington, N.Z., cor- 
respondent says a measure aiming at

OFFICIAL PROTEST BY BRITAIN! 


Will Appeal to Hague Unless Settle-

Washington,—Great Britain has re- 
affirmed its protest against the Pana- 
ma Canal Bill. In a note filed with 
the State Department by A. M, Innes 
charge of the British embassy here, 
it was stated that if a satisfactory 
ugreement could not be reached 
Great Britain would appeal to the 
Hague tribunal for arbitration. 

The nete submitted, says Great Brit- 
ain will give careful consideration to 
both the bill and the message Presi- 
dent Taft sent to Congress regarding 
discrimination in favor of American 
coastwise shipping in the canal. If 
after due consideration, it is found 
that no satisfactory agreement can be 
reached ‘n the matter, Great Britain 
declares that it will be necessary to 
appeal to arbitration. 


Strathcona On Panama Bill 


London —Lord Stratheona inter- 
viewed on the question of the Panama 
canal deprecated too much _ public 
discussion pending further develop- 
ments, If the bill, he said, had been 
passed as originally intended; a bill 
so that every nation should have a 
free unrestricted use of the canal, it 
would have been a great benefit to 
every country doing trade with the 
West coast. It would have facilita- 
ted and cheapened the transporting 
of passengers and of light goods which 
form so large a proportion of the 
traffic of railways.
